And, to 
come within reach of them, it was ne⸗ 
ceſſary to paſs a very dangerous defile, 
which would certainly have been fatal 
to us if it had been defended by any 
perſon poſſeſſed of a little military ſxill. 
Our troops had no ſooner advanced 
than they were attacked by a body of 
horſe, which was repulſed and broken 
by 2 ge one: pounder.
